OKLAHOMA CITY, Sept. 


19—(AP)—A 74-year-old wo- 
man, rolled into federal court

near Stratford, Okla. 


The government alleges the kid-

The aged woman, called as a wit- 


ness in the trial of Bates and 11 
other defendants charged under the 
new "Lindbergh" kidnap law with 
the abduction of Urschel, was Mrs. 
T M Coleman, mother of Mrs. K. 
G Shannon, one of the defendants. 


Mrs. 
Coleman testified she had 
housed and fed Bates and George 
(Machine Gun) . Kelly while they 
plotted a kidnaping. Kelly and his 
wife, Kathryn, are fugitives in the

COUNTY START 
PENSION SYSTEM 


Immediate Old Age Aid 


Intended In Law, 


Says Attorney. 


Lancaster county commissioners 


were advised Tuesday by County 
Attorney Max Towle to immediately 
set up an, old age pension commis- 
sion and levy the tax from which 
the pensions must be paid. The 
board received the opinion without 
comment and filed it for future ac- 
tion. 
Towle also . suggested that the 


commissioners take up the matter 
with the county assessor to secure 
immediate levy of the pension tax 
of 50 cents upon all persons between 
21 and 50 years of age. Assessor 
James Sheffield indicated after- 
wards that he is willing to add the 
pension tax to the tax list which 
will be mailed out about the first 
of November. 
Weigh Good's Advice. 
The commissioners, however, are 


still weighing against Towle's opin- 
ion the advice of Attorney General 
Paul Good that the pension act does 
not go into effect this year unless 
the county board certified its levy 
after August 10, when the act be- 
came law. The Lancaster levy was 
made on August 4.

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SHARING OUR GOODS. 


,NE of the most hopeful signs of the present day 


is the wider appreciation among people that 


under economic conditions which now prevail, it be- 
comes necessary for the individual to share his goods. 
In no section of America is- that necessity recognized 
to a greater degree than in the city of Lincoln and 
in the state of Nebraska. 


Workers are concentrating their 
attention now 


upon the impending campaign to supply the neces- 
sary funds for the support of the Community Chest. 
Within a short time, canvassers will be asking the 
individual citizens of Lincoln—business men 
and 


workers—to give generously for the support of char- 
itable endeavors and character building institutions. 
It is an appeal which must be met. There is no more 
important business ahead than this. 
People must 


not be permitted to go hungry. People must not be 
permitted to bear not only the great hardship of un- 
employment and destitution, but the actual physical 
pain of wretched cold, and empty stomachs. 


The magnitude of th* task here in Lincoln and 


Lancaster county can b» gained best by reference to 
the actual work carried on with county funds 
through the month of August—a period which in the 
nature of things represents one of the lightest sea- 
sons of the year in charitable work. Yet, during 
August, there was a total expenditure for relief work 
of $32,765.97. To meet the emergency, the county 
board of commissioners last July made the maximum 
levy permitted under the law. For the next year, it 
•will place $135,520.78 in the general fund available 
for purposes of relieving destitution and unemploy- 
ment. In addition, the levy will put $40,000 in the 
bridge fund, which may be utilized to provide work 
for the unemployed heads of families. 
Under the 


law, then, Lancaster county can raise a total of 
$175,520.78 for charitable purposes. There was car- 
ried over from last year a deficit of $54,016.05, leav- 
ing $121,504.75 available to meet the emergency over 
the next twelve months, or an average monthly sum 
of $10,125.39. 


Now on the face of the figures, Lancaster county 


spent $32,76555 during August, a month when it was 
not necessary to heat homes, or to provide for any 
of the added burdens entailed by cold and snow. 
The city of Lincoln and Lancaster county are $22,- 
040.56 short of August requirements, on the basis of 
necessary relief work carried on during that month. 
These figures reveal clearly the Job which must be 
handled through the Joint efforts of the Community 
chest of this city and the county board. 


During August, there were 1,288 unemployed heads 


of families in Lincoln, representing a total of 4,106 


FREEDOM REMAINS UNDER NRA. 


A 


T THE iielght of the World war, after Russia 


had been taken out of the conflict by the over- 


throw of the Romanoff dynasty and the seizure of 
power by the bolshevik elements, there was consid- 
erable speculation in allied countries as to whether 
Germany and Austro-Hungary would follow suit by 
getting rid of their imperial rulers and reorganizing 
their governments. 


It was generally agreed that there might be some 


chance of this happening in the Austrian monarchy, 
but as to the Berlin regime the cynical comment 
was: "Germany can't have a revolution because it is 
•verboten' (forbidden)." As much as to say that the 
Germans were so accustomed to taking orders from 
their overlords that they would never muster up 
enough gumption to change the setup, even under 
the stress of war's hardships and miseries. 


Yet the Teutonic worm did eventually turn, and 
he proud house of Hohenzollern went into the dis- 
ard along with the Russian czars and the Vienna 
Hapsburgs. 


Now it is being said that the American people are 
apidly losing their traditional liberties; that the 
onstitution has been scrapped; and that the govern- 
ment is taking over the control of private business 
hat has always heretofore been left to individual 
nitiative. 


The probability is that 
those 
indulging in this 


kind of talk are just as badly mistaken as were those 
who thought a revolution impossible in Germany 15 
ears ago. They are mistaking measures intended to 
meet a grave national emergency for a permanent 
hange in the character of government. 
President Roosevelt has plainly said on several oc- 
asions that there is no purpose of taking away from 
he American people the opportunities which have 
always been open to them for bettering their posi- 
ions in life through the exercise of industry, thrift, 
and good management. His program, indeed, is in- 
ended to make these personal factors count more 
nan ever in the economic -struggle by enabling each 
citizen to obtain and enjoy the rewards of his own 
fforts. 
For the time being, as the president points cut, it 


s necessary for all to act in unison in order to con- 
quer the baneful forces which have held the country 
in their grip for several years. But this does not 
mean that no one will be allowed hereafter to un- 
dertake a business enterprise without getting the 
;overnment's permission. 
As Dean Ackerman of Columbia university points 


out, the foundation of American liberties is in the 
'reedom of the press, which has been in no wise 
curtailed by any phase of the national recovery 
movement. So long as the people have at their dis- 
>osal untainted sources of information, there need 
>e no fear of their becoming slaves under a dicta- 
torship.

There were 588 homes, 
were dependent upon 


charity because of more or less permanent invalid- 
Ism, and indigency.. There were, In all, 1,876 fami- 
lies and 5,860 people fed and clothed during August, 
In many instances provided with shelter through 
charity. In that same month, 164 men, the heads of 
families, who were dependent upon charity, were re- 
employed and given an opportunity to support them- 
selves and those dependent upon them for support. 
While it is to be anticipated that many more will be 
put back to work, it is a grave emergency which con- 
fronts the chest, and allied agencies engaged in al- 
leviating distressing conditions. 


Never was there a year when the Community Chest 


fund in Lincoln was of more vital consequence than 
it wffl be next winter. Snndreds of deserving people 
have gone through a .literal hell in the last three 
years. They have wanted work and there was no 
work to be had. They have walked the streets, look- 
ing for the opportunity to find employment, and in 
truly marvelous fashion have sustained a faith in 
government and in society. They have denied them- 
selves necessities, lived wretchedly and uncertainly 
gone through torment and anxiety. The fault Is not 
theirs. They have been the victims of America's 
great collapse, from which the nation is endeavoring 
to extricate itself at this time. Their appeals mus 
be met. They are human; they have the right to as- 
pire to life: and life requires in its most primitive 
form food and clothing and shelter. 


We shall not permit these people to go hungry, un- 


clothed, and unsheltered. We shall not permit the 
magnificent agencies built for the 
development of 


character in the American people to decay or to fall 
It is essential that in the fight back to normal con- 
ditions, the things of incalculable value to intelli 
gent citizenship shall be preserved at any cost. We 
appeal to the people of Lincoln to think in more 
generous terms of tSe Community Chest than ever 
heretofore. 
It has its greatest task ahead of it 


Upon it and the county rests that responsibility o 
•verting hunger and of averting those deplorable 
conditions which arise when hunger embitters men 
when neglect and indifference deprive them of th 
right inherently embodied in the American theories 
of government and the traditions arising out of i 
them.

KENYON'S BREAK WITH HOOVER. 


[RVING BRANT, the editor of the St. Louis Star, 
*• revives the memories of the 
spectacular 
break 


between Ex-President Hoover and the late Judge 
William S. Kenyon of the circuit court of appeals, 
n commenting upon the recent death of the dis- 
tinguished Iowa jurist. 


The break came over what Kenyon charged was an 


effort, on the part of Mr. Hoover to control the f hid- 
ings of the Wickersham commission. 


"Kenyon told me," Brant 
declared, "that every 


move made by Chairman Wickersham after the in- 
vestigation got under way, was dictated from 
the 


White House, and governed by Mr. Hoover's belief 
;hat his political future depended on dry 
support. 


The president wanted the Wickersham commission 
» report that prohibition could be reasonably en- 
forced if the enforcement personnel were increased 
and Its standards raised. When Wickersham. found 
the commission would not agree to such a report, he 
tried to block any report at all, but the commission, 
led by Kenyon and Dean Pound of Harvard, voted 
in October, 1930. to make a report at once." 


Whether the specific charge is true or not, the 


fact remains that the Wickersliam commission was 
one of Mr. Hoover's ill-advised political adventures. 
He had expected it to bolster up his position, but 
when It had finished its work', he was in an unfor- 
tunate spot. Something of the intense devotion 
which Judge Kenyon showered upon his convictions 
may be seen in the rift between bun and Mr. Hoov- 
er; a break which must have caused the judge a 
great deal of suffering. 


STARS THAT CANNOT BE SEEN. 


CJO MANY secrets of the starry heavens have been 
^ brought into the field of human knowledge 
through astronomical research during the past two 
or three centuries that it sometimes seems as though 
there was very little left to find out about the cos- 
mic universe. We have measured the distances which 
separate our solar system from the other suns which 
we caU stars; we have calculated the number of years 
it takes then- light to reach us across the vast realm 
of unbounded space; the spectroscope tells us of what 
elements they are composed; and we know with 
some degree of certainty that they are all moving in 
definite paths, each in obedience to the 
law of 


gravitation presumably exerted upon it by the others. 


With the aid of the telescope millions and billions 


of such luminous spheres, some at least of which are 
undoubtedly the centers of planetary systems like 
our own. have been charted by astromomers. But 
what they or we do not know and have no present 
means of finding out is how many dark stars there 
may be mingled among their visible brethren. We 
can only guess that space holds within its limitless 
expanse some orbs whose light has gone out and 
which, as Byron described his imaginary dead world, 
are swinging "blind and blackening- in their courses. 


These unseen stars, from which light and heat 


departed ages ago, must always continue to wander 
unseen from any part of the universe unless, per- 
chance, one of them should collide with another like 
itself or with one of the already radiant suns. Then, 
indeed, would it be born again to become, after more 
aeons had passed, the center of a new cluster of 
planets and the source of life upon them. Lacking 
such a sidereal smashup, it must go on and on for- 
ever cold. dark, and lifeless. 


If the truth were known, it is quite probable that 


a great many of the brilliant stars that dot the heav-- 
ens as we know them were brought into their pres- 
ent state of intense heat by such collisions occurring 
in the remote past. Matter coming together is the 
only known source of warmth in the central orbs of 
the universe. The sun s heat is supposedly kept up 
by multitudes of small bodies dropping into it, and 
oy the enormous pressure generated within itself by 
the gravitational force of its own mass. In the far- 
off future, we are told, the .sun will lose an its heat 
and no longer be able to sustain the earth and its 
other children.

A favorite story with those who 


like to poke fun at modenr educa- 
tional methods is that of the little 
girl in a progressive school who 
said plaintively to her teacher. 
"Can't we have a period when we 
don't have to do what we want to?" 
The criticism is not as penetrat- 
ing as many would like to think, 
but it suggests a need in child life, 
which some of us, intent upon Riv- 
ing children freedom, have forgot- 
ten.Children need freedom, but they 
need also authority, a kind of order 
in their lives, imposed from above. 
They need it and like it. It is neces- 
sary to the young 
child for his 


sense of security for his feeling that 
he is safe and cared for. It relieves 
him of the burden of continually 
making decisions and having ideas 
of his own. 
There are dozens of siturtions 
daily which he is literally incapable 
of judging and which he is glad to 
have arranged for him in a reg- 
ularlv recurring sequence. 
The somewhat older child who has 
had skillful teaching enjoys a cer- 
tain amount of arbitrarily imposed 
drill work .at school. He likes to 
have to do certain tasks at the di- 
rection of others. 
The reason probably is that in 
these situations he can definitely see 
and measure his own accomplish- 
ments and that these are in terms 
which have an accepted value in -the- 
grown-up world. This makes him 
feel that he is doine his share of 
what 
everybody 
had to do. and 
learning what evidently everybooy 
has to learn. 
Authority in the child's life must 


be nicely dosed if it is to give him a 
sense of security, order and accom- 
plishment, without interfering with 
his large need for free activity- and

Battle With Death. 


One of the best books to come 


out of the medical profession in 
years is Corine Johnson Kern's "I 
Go Nursing." 
Mrs. Kern, in two 
or three pages, draws the reader 
into the atmosphere and activity of 
the battle with death waged by the 
nurse no less than by the doctor.. 
She makes one understand the 
struggles, reticences and rewards of 
the nurse, and values very simply 
and without fine writing the run of 
humanity with which she came in 
contact. Her gift for description Is 
unusual, and she can be brief. Most 
of her readers will feel she has done 
them a service. 
There are to be had also a very 
keen analvsis of suicide and Its 
causes by Dr. Louis I. Dublin. caHed 
"To Be or Not to Be"; an occasion- 
ally amusing novel of the hard- 
drinking set in Connecticut.
